ACT No. V of 1908. 1 

[21st March, 1908.] 

An Act to consolidate and amend the laws relating to the Procedure 

of the Courts of Civil Judicature. 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the laws relating 
to the procedure of the Courts of Civil Judicature ; It is hereby enacted 
as follows : — 


PRELIMINARY. 

1. {1) This Act may be cited as the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 
(2) It shall come into force on the first day of January, 1909. 

{3) This section and sections 155 to 158 extend to the whole of British 
India : the rest of the Code extends to the whole of British India, except 
the Scheduled Districts.

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definition 
context, — 

(1) “ Code includes rules : 

(£) il decree means the formal expression of an adjudication which, 
so far as regards the Court expressing it, conclusively determines the rights 
of the parties with regard to all or any of the matters in controversy in 
the suit and may be either preliminary or final. It shall be deemed to 
include the rejection of a plaint and the determination of any question 
within section 47 or section 144, but shall not include — 

(a) any adjudication from which an appeal lies as an appeal 

from an order, or 

(b) any order of dismissal for default. 

Explanation . — A decree is preliminary when further proceedings 
have to be taken before the suit can be completely disposed of. It is 
final when such adjudication completely disposes of the suit. It may 
be partly preliminary and partly final : 

(3) ‘ 4 decree-holder ’ ’ means any person in whose favour a decree 
has been passed or an order capable of execution has been made : 

(4) “ district M means the local limits of the jurisdiction of a princi- 
pal Civil Court of original jurisdiction (hereinafter called a “ District 
Court ”), and includes the local limits of the ordinary original civil 
jurisdiction of a High Court *.

(7) “ Government Pleader ” includes any officer appointed by the 
2 [Provincial Government] to perform all or any of the functions expressly 
imposed by this Code on the Government Pleader and also any pleader 
acting under the directions of the Government Pleader : 

(8) “ Judge ” means the presiding officer of a Civil Court : 

(9) “ judgment ” means the statement given by the Judge of the 
grounds of a decree or order :

3. For the purposes of this Code, the District Court is subordinate Subordina- 
te the High Court, and every Civil Court of a grade inferior to that of a 
District Court and every Court of Small Causes is subordinate to the 

High Court and District Court. 

4. {!) In the absence of any specific provision to the contrary, Savings, 
nothing in this Code shall be deemed to limit or otherwise affect any 
special or local law now in force or any special jurisdiction or power con- 
ferred, or any special form of procedure prescribed, by or under any other 

law for the time being in force. 

[2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
proposition contained in sub-section (1), nothing in this Ciode shall be 
deemed to limit or otherwise affect any remedy which a landholder or 
landlord may have under any law for the time being in force for the 
recovery of rent of agricultural land from the produce of such land.

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of those provisions which are not expressly made applicable by this Code 
shall not apply to those Courts, or shall only apply to them with such 
modifications as the 1 [Provincial Government] 2 * * * may prescribe. 

(2) 6i Kevenue Court” in sub-section (1) means a Court having 
jurisdiction under any local law to entertain suits or other proceedings 
relating to the rent, revenue or profits of land used for agricultural 
purposes, but does not include a Civil Court having original jurisdiction 
under this Code to try such suits lor proceedings as being suits or proceed- 
ings of a civil nature. 

6. Save in so far as is otherwise expressly provided, nothing herein 
contained shall operate to give any Court jurisdiction over suits 
the amount or value of the subject-matter of which exceeds the 
pecuniary limits (if any) of its ordinary jurisdiction.

9. The Courts Shall (subject to the provisions herein contained) Courts to try 
have jurisdiction to try all suits of a civil nature excepting suits of which ^leslbaxred. 
their cognizance is either expressly or impliedly barred. 

Explanation. — A suit in which the right to property or to an office is 
contested is a suit of a civil nature, notwithstanding that such right may 
depend entirely on the decision of questions as to religious rites or cere- 
monies. ' • .

10. No Court shall proceed with the trial of any suit in which the Stay of suit, 
matter in issue is also directly and substantially in issue in a previously 
instituted suit between the same parties, or between parties under whom 

they or any of them claim litigating under the same title where such Suit 
is pending in the same or any other Court in British India having juris- 
diction to grant the relief claimed, or in any Court beyond the limits of 
British India established or continued by 4 [the Central Government or 
the Crown Bepresentative] and having like jurisdiction, or before His 
Majesty in Council. » 

Explanation. — The pendency of a suit in a foreign Court does not 
preclude the Courts in British India from trying a suit founded on the 
same cause of action. 

11. No Court shall try any suit or issue in which the matter Set judicata.

Explanation I . — The expression “ former suit 99 shall denote a suit 
which has been decided prior to the suit in question whether or not it was 
instituted prior thereto. 

Explanation II. — For the purposes of this section, the competence of 
a Court shall be determined irrespective of any provisions as to a rigid 
of appeal from the decision of such Court. 

Explanation III. — The matter above referred to must in the former 
suit have been alleged by one party and either denied or admitted, express^ 
or impliedly, by the other. 

Explanation TV. — Any matter which might and ought to have 
been made ground of defence or attack in such former suit shall be deemed 
to have been a matter directly and substantially in issue in such suit. 

Explanation V . — -Any relief claimed in the plaint, which is not 
expressly granted by the decree, shall, for the purposes of this section, be 
deemed to have been refused. 

Explanation VI. — Where persons litigate Iona fide in respect of a 
public right or of a private right claimed in common for themselves and 
others, all persons interested in such right shall, for the purposes of this 
section, be deemed to claim under the persons so litigating. 

12. Where a plaintiff is precluded by rules from instituting a 
further suit in respect of any particular cause of action, he shall not be 
entitled to institute a suit in respect of such cause of action in any Court 
to which this Code applies. 

13. A foreign judgment shall be conclusive as to any matter 
thereby directly adjudicated upon between the same parties or between 
parties under whom they or any of them claim litigating under the same 
title except — 

(a) where it has not been pronounced by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction ; 

(5) where it has not been given on the merits of the case ; 

(c) where it appears on the face of the proceedings to be founded 

on an incorrect view of international law or a refusal to 
recognise the law of British India in eases in which such law 
is applicable ; 

(d) where the proceedings in which the judgment was obtained are 

opposed to natural justice ;

( e ) where it has been obtained by fraud ; 

(/) where it sustains a claim founded on a breach of any law in 
force in British India. 

14. The Court shall presume, upon the production of any document Presumption 
purporting to be a certified copy of a foreign judgment, that such judg- 
ment was pronounced by a Court of competent jurisdiction, unless the 
contrary appears on the record ; but such presumption may be displaced 
by proving want of jurisdiction.

15. Every suit shall be instituted in the Court of the lowest grade 
competent to try it. 

16. Subject to the pecuniary or other limitations prescribed by any 
law, suits — 

(a) for the recovery of immoveable property with or without rent 

or profits, 

(b) for the partition of immoveable property, 

(c) for foreclosure, sale or redemption in the ease of a mortgage of 

or charge upon immoveable property, 

(d) for the determination of any other right to or interest in 

immoveable property, 

(e) for compensation for wrong to immoveable property, 

(/) for the recovery of moveable property actually under distraint 
or attachment,

17. Where a suit is to obtain relief respecting, or compensation for 
wrong to, immoveable property situate within the jurisdiction of different 
Courts, the suit may be instituted in any Court within the local limits of 
whose jurisdiction any portion of the property is situate : 

Provided that, in respect of the value of the subject-matter of the 
suit, the entire claim is cognizable bjr such Court,

18. (1) Where it is alleged to be uncertain within the local limits 
of the jurisdiction of which of two or more Courts any immoveable pro- 
perty is situate, any one of those Courts may, if satisfied that there is 
ground for the alleged uncertainty, record a statement to that effect and 
thereupon proceed to entertain and dispose of any suit relating to that 
property, and its decree in the suit shall have the same effect as if the 
property were situate within the local limits of its jurisdiction : 

Provided that the suit is one with respect to which the Court is 
competent as regards the nature and value of the suit to exercise juris- 
diction. 

(2) Where a statement hais not been recorded under sub-section ( 1 ), 
and an objection is taken before an appellate or revisional Court that a 
decree or order in a suit relating to such property was made by a Court 
not having jurisdiction where the property is situate, the appellate or 
revisional Court shall not allow the objection unless in its opinion there 
was, at the time of the institution of the suit, no reasonable ground for 
uncertainty as to the Court having jurisdiction with respect thereto and 
there has been a consequent failure of justice. 

19. Where a suit is for compensation for wrong done to the person 
or to moveable property, if the wrong was done within the local limits 
of the jurisdiction of one Court and the defendant resides, or carries on 
business, or personally works for gain, within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of another Court, the suit may be instituted at the option 
of the plaintiff in either of the said Courts. 

Illustrations, 

(a) A, residing in Delhi, beats B in Calcutta. B may sue A either in Calcutta or 
in Delhi. 

(£>) A, residing in Delhi, publishes in Calcutta statements defamatory of B. B 
may sue A either in Calcutta or in Delhi. 

20. Subject to the limitations aforesaid, every suit shall be instituted 
in a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction — 

(a) the defendant, or each of the defendants where there are more 
than one, at the time of the commencement of the suit, actually 
and voluntarily resides, or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain ; or 

(ij any of the defendants, where there are more than one, at the 
time of the commencement of the suit, actually and 
voluntarily resides, or carries on business, loor personally 
works for gain, provided that in such case either the, leave 
of the Court is given, or the defendants who do not reside, 
or carry on business, or personally work for gain, as afore- 
said, acquiesce in such institution ; or

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Explanation I . — Where a person has a permanent dwelling at ore 
place and also- a temporary residence at another place, he shall he deemed 
to reside at both places in respect of any cause of action arising at the 
place where he has such temporary residence. 

Explanation II . — A corporation shall be deemed to carry on business 
at its sole or principal office in British India or, in respect of any cause 
of action arising at any place where it has also a subordinate office, at such 
place. 

Illustrations. 

(a) A is a tradesman in Calcutta. B carries on business in Delhi. B, by his 
agent in Calcutta, buys goods of A and requests A to deliver them to the East Indian 
Railway Company. A delivers the goods accordingly in Calcutta. A may sue B for 
the price of the goods either in Calcutta, where the cause of action has arisen, or in 
Delhi, where B carries on business. 

(b) A resides at Simla, B at Calcutta and C at Delhi. A, B and C being together 
at Benares, B and C make a joint promissory note payable on demand, and deliver it 
to A. A may sue B and C at Benares, where the cause of action arose. He may 
also sue them at Calcutta, where B resides, or at Delhi, w r here C resides ; but in each of 
these cases, if the non-resident defendant objects, the suit cannot proceed without the 
leave of the Court.

21. No objection as to the place of suing shall be allowed by any Objections to 
appellate or revisional Court unless such objection was taken in the Court i unsdiotloIL 
of first instance at the earliest possible opportunity and in all cases where 

issues are settled at or before such settlement, and unless there has been 
a consequent failure of justice. 

22. Where a suit may be instituted in any one of two or more Power to 
Courts and is instituted in one of such Courts, any defendant, after notice ^ichjoiay be 
to the other parties, may, at the earliest possible opportunity and in all instituted in

38. A decree may he executed either by the Court which passed it, 
or by the Court to which it is sent for execution. 

39. ( 1 ) The Court which passed a decree may, on the application 
of the decree-holder, send it for execution to another Court, — 

(a) if the person against whom the decree is passed actually and 

voluntarily resides or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain, within the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of such other Court, or 

(b) if such person has not property within the local limits of the 

jurisdiction of the Court which passed the decree sufficient 
to satisfy such decree and has property within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of such other Court, or 

(c) if the decree directs the sale or delivery of immoveable property 

situate outside the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court 
which passed it, or 

(d) if the Court which passed the decree considers for any other 

reason, which it shall record in writing, that the decree 
should be executed by such other Court. 

(2) The Court which passed a decree may of its own motion send 
it for execution to any subordinate Court of competent jurisdiction. 

40. Where a decree is sent for execution in another province, it 
shall be sent to such Court and executed in such manner as may be 
prescribed by rules in force in that province. 


Motion 41. The Court to which a decree is sent for execution shall certify 

proceedings to the Court which passed it the fact of such execution, or where the 
to be certified, former Court* fails to execute the same the circumstances attending such 
failure. 

Powers of 42. The Court executing a decree sent to it shall have the same 

powers in executing such decree as if it had been passed by itself. Ail 
transferred persons disobeying or obstructing the execution of the decree shall be 
pnnishable biy such Court in the same manner as if it had passed the 
decree. And its order in executing such decree shall be subject to the 
same rules in respect of appeal as if the decree had been passed by itself.

1. u Pleading ” shall mean plaint or written statement. 

2. Every pleading shall contain, and contain only, a statement in a 
concise form of the material facts on which the party pleading relies for his 
claim or defence, as the case may be, but not the evidence by which they 
are to be proved, and shall, when necessary, be divided into paragraphs, 
numbered consecutively. Dates, sums and numbers shall be expressed 
in figures. 

3. The forms in Appendix A when applicable, and where they are not 
applicable forms of the like character, as nearly as may be, shall be used 
for all pleadings. 

4. In all cases in which the party pleading relies on any misrepre- 
sentation, fraud, breach of trust, wilful default, or undue influence, and 
in all other cases in which particulars may be necessary beyond such as 
are exemplified in the forms aforesaid, particulars (with dates and items 
if necessary) shall be stated in the pleading. 

5. A further and better statement of the nature of the claim or de- 
fence, or further and better particulars of any matter stated in any plead- 
ing, may in all cases be ordered, upon such terms, as to costs and other- 
vase, as may be just. 

6. Any condition precedent, the performance or occui*rence of which 
is intended to be contested, shall be distinctly specified in his pleading by 
the plaintiff or defendant, as the case may be ; and, subject thereto', an 
averment of the performance or occurrence of all conditions precedent 
necessary for the case of the plaintiff or defendant shall be implied in Ills 
pleading. 

7. No pleading shall, except by way of amendment, raise any new 
ground of claim or contain any allegation of fact inconsistent with the 
previous pleadings of the party pleading the same. 

8. Where a contract is alleged in any pleading, a bare denial of the 
same by the opposite party shall be construed only as a denial in fact of 
the express contract alleged or of the matters of fact from which the 
same may be implied, and not as a denial of the legality or sufficiency in 
law of such contract. 

9. Wherever the contents of any document are material, it shall be 
sufficient in any pleading to state the effect thereof as briefly as possible, 
without setting out the whole or any part thereof, unless the precise 
words of the document or any part thereof are material.

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10. Wherever it is material to allege malice, fraudulent intention, Malice,

12. Whenever any contract or any relation between any persons is to be implied 
implied from a series of letters or conversations or otherwise from a num- relation.’ ° r 
ber of circumstances, it shall be sufficient to allege such contract or rela 

tion as a fact, and to refer generally to such letters, conversations or cir- 
cumstances without setting them out in detail. An d if in such case the 
person so pleading desires to rely in the alternative upon more contracts 
or relations than one as to be implied from such circumstances, he may 
state the same in the alternative. 

13. Neither party need in any pleading allege any matter of fact which Braumptions 
the law presumes in his favour or as to which the burden of proof lie3 

upon the other side unless the same has first been specifically denied (e.g., 
consideration for a bill of exchange where the plaintiff sues only on the 
bill and not for the consideration as a substantive ground of claim). 

14. Every pleading shall be signed by the party and his pleader (if Pleading to 
any) : Provided that where a party pleading is, by reason of absence besi S nocl - 
or for other good cause, unable to sign the_ pleading, it may be signed by 

any person duly authorized by him to sign the same or to sue or defend on 
his behalf. 

15. ( 1 ) Save as otherwise provided by any law for the time being Verification 
in force, every pleading shall be verified at the foot by the party or by one of pleadings,

Where the plaintiff sues in a representative character the plaint 
shall show not only that he has an actual existing interest in the subject- 
matter, but that he has taken the steps (if any) necessary to enable him to 
Institute a suit concerning it. 

5. The plaint shall show that the defendant is or claims to be interest- 
ed in the subject-matter, and that he is liable to be called upon to answer 
the plaintiff's demand. 

6. Where the suit is instituted after the expiration of the period 
prescribed by the law of limitation, the plaint shall show the ground upon 
which exemption from such law is claimed. 

7. Every plaint shall state specifically the relief which the plaintiff 
claims either simply or in the alternative, and it shall not be necessary 
to ask for general or other relief which may always be given as the Court 
may think just to the same extent as if it had been asked for. And the 
same rule shall apply to any relief claimed by the defendant in his written 
statement.

2. The defendant must raise by his pleading all matters which show 

the suit not to be maintainable, or that the transaction is either void or specially 
voidable in point of law, and all such grounds of defence as, if not raised, pleaded, 
would be likely to take the opposite party by surprise, or would raise issues 
of fact not arising out of the plaint, as, for instance, fraud, limitation, 
release, payment, performance, or facts showing illegality. 

3. It shall not be sufficient for a defendant in his written statement 
to deny generally the grounds alleged by the plaintiff, but the defendant 
must deal specifically with each allegation of fact of which he does not 
admit the truth, except damages. 

4 . Where a defendant denies an allegation of fact in the plaint, he 
must not do so evasively, but answer the point of substance. Thus, if it 
is alleged that he received a certain sum of money, it shall not be suffi- 
cient to deny that he received that particular amount, but he must deny 
that he received that sum or any part thereof, or else set out how much 
he received. And if an allegation is made with divers circumstances, 
it shall not be sufficient to deny it along with those circumstances. 

5. Every allegation of fact in the plaint, if not denied specifically or Specifio 
by necessary implication, or stated to be not admitted in the pleading of 

the defendant, shall be taken to be admitted except as against a person 
under disability : 

Provided that the Court may in its discretion require any fact so 
admitted to be proved otherwise than by such admission.

gatories, or for discovery or inspection of documents, he shall, if a plaintiff, 
be liable to have his suit dismissed for want of prosecution, and, if a defend- 
ant, to have his defence, if any, struck out, and to be placed in the same 
position as if he had not defended, and the party interrogating or seeking 
discovery or inspection may apply to the Court for an order to that effect

A Any party may, by notice in writing, at any time not later than Notice to 
nine days before the day fixed for the hearing, call on any other party a ^ rmt facts, 
to admit, for the purposes of the suit only, any specific fact or facts men- 
tioned in such notice. And in case of refusal or neglect to admit the same 
within six days after service of such notice, or within such further time as 
may be allowed by the Court, the costs of proving such fact or facts shall be 
paid by the party so neglecting or refusing, whatever the result of the suit 
may be, unless the Court otherwise directs : Provided that any admission 
made in pursuance of such notice is to be deemed to be made only for the 
purposes of the particular suit, and not as an admission to be used against 
the party on any other occasion or in favour of any person other than the 
party giving the notice .* Provided also that the Court may at any time 
allow any party to amend or withdraw any admission so made on such 
terms as may be just. 

5. A notice to admit facts shall be in Form No. 10 in Appendix C, Form of 
and admissions of facts shall be in Form No. 11 in Appendix C, with such amissions, 
variations as circumstances may require. 

6. Any party may, at any stage of a suit, where admissions of fact judgment on 
have been made, either on the pleadings, or otherwise, apply to the Court admissions, 
for su.ch judgment or order as upon such admissions he may be entitled to, 
without waiting for the determination of any other question between the 

parties : and the Court may upon such application make such order, or give 
such judgment, as the Court may think just. 

7. An affidavit of the pleader or his clerk, of the due signature of Affidavit of 
any admissions made in pursuance of any notice to admit documents or 8ignatlire * 
facts, shall be sufficient evidence of such admissions, if evidence thereof is 
required.

Production , Impounding and Return of Documents . 

1. ( 1 ) The parties or their pleaders shall produce, at the first hearing 
of the suit, all the documentary evidence of every description in their 
possession or power, on which they intend to rely, and which has not already 
been filed in Court, and all documents which the Court has ordered to be 
produced. 

(2) The Court shall receive the documents so produced : Provided 
that they are accompanied by an accurate list thereof prepared in such form 
as the High Court directs. 

2. No documentary evidence in the possession or power of any party 
which should have been but has not been produced in accordance with the 
requirements of rme 1 shall be received at any subsequent stage of the pro- 
ceedings unless good cause is shown to tlio satisfaction of the Court for the 
non-production thereof ,* and the Court receiving any such evidence shall 
record the reasons for so doing. 

3. The Court may at any stage of the suit reject any document which 
it considers irrelevant or otherwise inadmissible, recording the grounds of 
such rejection. 

4. (1) Subject to the provisions of the next following sub-rule, there 
shall be endorsed on every document which has been ad mi tted in evidence 
in the suit the following particulars, namely : — 

(a) the number and title of the suit, 

(&) the name of the person producing the document, 

(c) the date on which it was produced, and 

(d) a statement of its having been so admitted ; 

and the endorsement shall be signed or initialled by the Judge. 

(2) Where a document so admitted is an entry in a book, account or 
record, and a copy thereof has been substituted for the original under the 
next following rule, the particulars aforesaid shall be endorsed on the copy 
and the endorsement thereon shall be signed or initialled by the Judge. 

5. (1) Save in so far as is otherwise provided by the Bankers* Book's 
Evidence Act, 1891, where a document admitted in evidence in the suit isxvillof 
an entry in a letter-book or a shop-book or other account in current use, 

the party on whose behalf the book or account is pz'oduced may furnish a 
copy of the entry. 
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{2) Where such a document is an entry in a public record produced 
from a public office or by a public officer, or an entry in a book or account 
belonging to a person other than a party on whose behalf the book or account 
is produced, the Court may require a copy of the entry to be furnished — 

(a) where the record, book or account is produced on behalf of a 
party, then by that party, or 

(&) where the record, book or account is produced in obedience to 
an order of the Court acting of its own motion, then by either 
or any party. 

(3) Where a copy of an entry is furnished under the foregoing provi- 
sions of this rule, the Court shall, after causing the copy to be examined, 
compared and certified in manner mentioned in rule 17 of Order VII, mark 
the entry and cause the book, account or record in which it occurs 
to be returned to the person producing it. 

6. Where a document relied on as evidence by either party is con- 
sidered by the Court to be inadmissible in evidence, there shall be endorsed 
thereon the particulars mentioned in clauses (a), ( b ) and (c) of rule 4, 
sub-rule (1), together with a statement of its having been rejected, and 
the endorsement shall be signed or initialled by the Judge. 

7. ( 1 ) Every document which has been admitted in evidence, or a 
copy thereof where a copy has been substituted for the original under rule 5, 
shall form part of the record of the suit. 

(2) Documents not admitted in evidence shall not form part of the 
record and shall be returned to the persons respectively producing them. 

8. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 5 or rule 7 of this 
Order or in rule 17 of Order VII, the Court may, if it sees sufficient cause, 
direct any document or book produced before it in any suit to be impounded 
and kept in the custody of an officer of the Court, for such period and 
subject to such conditions as the Court thinks fit. 

9. ( 1 ) Any person, whether a party to the suit or not, desirous of re- 
ceiving back any document produced by him in the suit and placed on the 
record shall, unless the document is impounded under rule 8, be entitled to 
receive back the same, —

Settlement of Issues and Determination of Suit on Issues of Law or on

1. ( 1 ) Issues arise when a material proposition of fact or law is 
affirmed by the one party and denied by the other,

‘ (2) Where the finding is not sufficient for the decision, the Court shall 
postpone the further hearing of the suit, and shall fix a day for the produc- 
tion of such further evidence, or for such further argument as the case 
requires. 
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4. Where the summons has been issued for the final disposal of the 
suit and either party fails without sufficient cause to produce the evidence 
on which he relies, the Court may at once pronounce judgment, or may, if 
it thinks fit, after framing and recording issues, adjourn the suit for the 
production of such evidence as may be necessary for its decision upon such 
issues.

Summoning and Attendance of Witnesses. 

1. At any time after the suit is instituted, the parties may obtain, on 
application to the Court or to such officer as it appoints in this behalf, sum- 
monses to persons whose attendance is required either to give evidence or to 
produce documents.

17. Tiie Court may either by the decree directing an account to be 
taken or by any subsequent order give special directions with regard to the 
mode in which the account is to be taken or vouched and in particular may 
direct that in taking the account the books of account in which the accounts 
in question have been kept shall be taken as ptrima facie evidence of the 
truth of the matters therein contained with liberty to the parties interested 
to take such objection thereto as they may be advised.

19. ( 1 ) Where the defendant has been allowed a set-off against the 
claim of the plaintiff, the decree shall state what amount is due to the plaintiff 
and *what amount is due to the defendant, and shall be for the recovery of 
any sum which appears to be due to' either party. 

(2) Any decree passed in a suit in which a set-off is claimed shall be 
subject to the same provisions in respect of appeal to which it would have 
been subject if no set-off had been claimed. 

{3) The provisions of this rule shall apply whether the set-off is ad- 
missible under rule 6 of Order VIII or otherwise. 

20. Certified copies of the judgment and decree shall be furnished to 
the parties on application to the Court, and at their expense. 

ORDER XXI. 

Execution of Decrees and Orders . 

Payment under Decree. 

1. (1) All money payable under a decree shall be paid as follows, 
namely : — 

(а) into the Court whose duty it is to execute the decree ; or < 

(б) out of Court to the decree-holder ; or 

(c) otherwise as the Court which made the decree directs. 
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' (£) Where any payment is made under clause (a) of sub-rule (1), 
notice of such payment shall be given to the decree-holder. 

2. (1) Where any money payable under a decree of any kind is paid 
out of Court, or the decree is otherwise adjusted in whole or in part to the 
satisfaction of the decree-holder, the decree-holder shall certify such pay- 
ment or adjustment to the Court whose duty it is to execute the decree, and 
the Court shall record the same accordingly. 

(2) The judgment-debtor also may inform the Court of such payment 
or adjustment, and apply to the Court to issue a notice to the decree- 
holder to show cause, on a day to be fixed by the Court, why such payment 
or adjustment should not be recorded as certified ; and if, after service of 
such notice, the decree-holder fails to show cause why the payment or adjust- 
ment should not be recorded as certified, the Court shall record the same 
accordingly. 

(°) A payment or adjustment, which has not been certified or recorded 
as aforesaid, shall not be recognised by any Court executing the decree. 

Courts executing Decrees. 

3. Where immoveable property forms one estate or tenure situate within 
the local limits of the jurisdiction of two or more Courts, any one of such 
Courts may attach and sell the entire estate or tenure. 

4. Where a decree has been passed in a suit of which the value as set 
forth in the plaint did not exceed two thousand rupees and which, as regards 
its subject-matter, is not excepted by the law for the time being in force 
from the cognizance of either a Presidency or a Provincial Court of Small 
Causes, and the Court which passed it wishes it to be executed in Calcutta, 
Madras 1 [or Bombay], such Court may send to the Court of Small Causes 
in Calcutta, Madras 1 [or Bombay], as the case may be, the copies and certi- 
ficates mentioned in rule 6 ; and such Court of Small Causes shall there- 
upon execute the decree as if it had been passed by itself. 

5. Where the Court to which a decree is to be sent for execution is 
situate within the same district as the Court which passed such decree, such 
Court shall send the same directly to the former Court. But, where the 
Court to which the decree is to be sent for execution is situate in a different 

* < ^ 3trict > ihe Cour t which passed it shall send it to the District Court of the 
district in which the decree is to be executed. 

6. The Court sending a decree for execution shall send— 

(a) a copy of the decree ; 

(J) a certificate setting forth that satisfaction of the decree has not 
been obtained by execution w ithin the jurisdiction of the Court 

l Bubs, by the A. O. for 4€ Bombay oar Rangoon 
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by which it was passed, ox*, where the decree has been executed 
in part, the extent to which satisfaction has been obtained and 
what part of the decree remains unsatisfied ; and 

(c) a copy of any order for the execution of the decree, or, if no 
such order has been made, a certificate to that effect. 

*7. The Court to which a decree is so sent shall cause such copies and 
certificates to be filed, without any further proof of the decree or order for 
execution, or of the copies thereof, unless the Court, for any special reasons 
to be recorded under the hand of the Judge, requires such proof. 

8. Where such copies are so filed, the decree or order may, if the Court 
to which it is sent is the District Court, be executed -by such Court or be 
transferred for execution to any subordinate Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

9. Where the Court to which the decree is sent for execution is a High 
Court, the decree shall be executed by such Court in the same manner as if 
it had been passed by such Court in the exercise of its ordinary original 
civil jurisdiction. 

Application for execution. 

10. Where the holder of a decree desires to execute it, he shall apply 
to the Court which passed the decree or to the officer (if any) appointed in 
this behalf, or if the decree has been sent under the provisions hereinbefore 
contained to another Court then to such Court or to the proper officer 
thereof. 

11. (1) Where a decree is for the payment of money the Court may, 
on the oral application of the decree-holder at the time of the passing of 
the decree), order immediate execution thereof by the arrest of the judg- 
ment-debtor, prior to the preparation of a warrant if he is within the 
precincts of the Court. 

(3) Save as otherwise provided by sub-rule ( 1 ), every application 
for the execution of a- decree shall be in writing, signed and verified by the 
applicant or by some other person proved to the satisfaction of the Court 
to be acquainted with the facts of the case, and shall contain in a tabular 
form the following particulars, namely : — 

{a) the number of the suit ; 

{b) the names of the parties ; 

(c) the date of the decree ,* 

(d) whether any appeal has been preferred from the decree ; 

(«) whether any, and (if any) what, payment or other adjustment 
of the matter in controversy has been made between the 
parties subsequently to the decree ; 
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(/) whether any, and (if any) what, previous applications have 
been made for the execution of the dec'ree, the dates of such 
applications and their results ; 

( g ) the amount with interest (if any) due upon the decree, or 

other relief granted thereby, together with particulars of 
any cross-decree, whether passed before or after the date 
of the decree sought to be executed ; 

( h ) the amount of the costs (if any) awarded ; 

( i ) the name of the person against whom execution of the decree 

is sought ; and 

( j ) the mode in which the assistance of the Court is required, 

whether — 

( i ) by the delivery of any property specifically decreed ; 

(ii) by the attachment and sale, or by the sale without attach- 

ment, of any property ; 

(in) by the arrest and detention in prison of any person ; 

(iv) by the appointment of a receiver ; 

( v ) otherwise, as the nature of the relief granted may require. 

(3) The Court to which an application is made under sub-rule (2) 
may require the applicant to produce a certified copy of the decree. - 


12. Where an application is made for the attachment of any moveable 
property belonging to a judgment-debtor but not in his possession, the 
decree-holder shall annex to the application an inventory of the property 
to be attached, containing a reasonably accurate description of the same. 

13. Where an application is made for the attachment of any immove- 
able property belonging to a judgment-debtor, it shall contain at the 
foot — 

(a) a description of such property sufficient to identify the same

and, in case such property can be identified by boundaries 
or numbers in a record of settlement or survey, a specifica-

Illustration . 


A, a person of little substance, erects a building which renders uninhabitable a 
family mansion belonging to B. A, in spite of his detention in prison and the attach- 
ment of his property, declines to obey a decree obtained against Mm by B and 
directing him to remove the building. The Court is of opinion that no sum realizable 
by the sale of A's property would adequately compensate B for the depreciation in 
the value of his mansion. B may apply to the Court to remove the building and may 
recover the cost of Buch removal from A in the execution-proceedings.

Arrest and detention in the civil prison. 

37. ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything in these rules, where an appli- 
cation is for the execution of a decree for the payment 'of money by the 
arrest and detention in the civil prison of a judgment-debtor who is liable

1 [Provided that such notice shall not be necessary if the Court is 
satisfied, by affidavit, or otherwise, that, with the object or effect of 
delaying the execution of the decree, the judgment-debtor is likely to 
abscond or leave the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court.] 

(2) Where appearance is not made in obedience to the notice, the 
Court shall, if the decree-holder so requires, issue a warrant for the arrest 
of the judgment-debtor. 

38. Every warrant for the arrest of a judgment-debtor shall direct 
the officer entrusted *with its execution to bring him before the Court with 
all convenient speed, unless the amount which he has been ordered to pay, 
together with the interest thereon and the cost (if any) to which he is 
liable, be sooner paid.

(2) Where a judgment-debtor is committed to the civil prison in 
execution of a decree, the Court shall fix for his subsistence such monthly 
allowance as he may be entitled to according to the scales fixed under 
section 57, or, where no such scales have been fixed, as it considers sufficient 
with reference to the class to which he belongs. 

(£) The monthly allowance fixed by the Court shall be supplied by 
the party on whose application the judgment-debtor has been arrested by 
monthly payments in advance before the first day of each month. 

(4) The first payment shall be made to the proper officer of the 
Court for such portion of the current month as remains unexpired before 
the judgment-debtor is committed to the civil prison, and the subsequent 
payments (If any) shall be made to the officer in charge of the civil prison.

45. (1) Where agricultural produce is attached, the Court shall 
make such arrangements for the custody thereof as it may deem sufficient 
and, for the purpose of enabling the Court to make such arrangements, 
every application for the attachment of a growing crop shall specify the 
time at which it is likely to be fit to be cut or gathered. 

(2) Subject to such conditions as may be imposed by the Court in 
this behalf either in the order of attachment or in any subsequent order, 
the judgment-debtor may tend, cut, gather and store the produce and do 
any other act necessary for maturing or preserving it ; and if the judgment- 
debtor fails to do all or any of such acts, the decree-holder may, with the 
permission of the Court and subject to the like conditions, do all or any 
of them either by himself or by any person appointed by him in this 
behalf, and the costs incurred by the decree-holder shall be recoverable 
from the judgment-debtor as if they were included in, or formed part of, 
the decree.

(i) in the case of the debt, the creditor from recovering the debt and 

the debtor from making payment thereof until the further 
order of the Court ;

Death , Marriage and Insolvency of Parties . 

1. The death of a plaintiff or defendant shall not cause the suit to 
abate if the right to sue survives. 


2. Where there are more plaintiffs or defendants than one, and 
any of them dies, and where the right to sue survives to the surviving 
plaintiff or plaintiffs alone, or against the surviving defendant or defend- 
ants alone, the Court shall cause an entry to that effect to be made on the 
record, and the suit shall proceed at the instance of the surviving plaintiff 
or plaintiffs, or against the surviving defendant or defendants. 

3. ( 1 ) Where one of two or more plaintiffs dies and the right to 
sue does not survive to the surviving plaintiff or plaintiffs alone, or a sole 
plaintiff or sole surviving plaintiff dies and the right to sue survives, the 
Court, on an application made in that behalf, shall cause the legal repre- 
sentative of the deceased plaintiff to be made a party and shall proceed 
with the suit.

(4) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to authorise the Court to 
permit one of several plaintiffs to withdraw without the consent of the 
others.

The Court should also give B his costs of 
suit, A*s conduct having shown that the litigation was necessary. 

(c) A owes B Bs. 100, and is willing to pay him that sum without suit. B claims 

Bs. 150 and sues A for that amount. On the plaint being filed A pays Bs. 100 into , . 

Gourt and disputes only his liability to pay the remaining Bs. 50. ‘ B accepts the 

Bs. 100 in full satisfaction of his claim. The Court should order him to pay A'* ”

(3) On the application of any defendant in a suit for the payment 
of money, in which the plaintiff is a woman, the Court may at any stage 
of the suit make a like order if it is satisfied that such plaintiff does not 
possess any sufficient immoveable property within British India. 

2. (1) In the event of such security not being furnished within the 
time fixed, the Court shall make an order dismissing the suit unless the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs are permitted to withdraw therefrom. 

(2) Where a suit is dismissed under this rule, the plaintiff may apply 
for an order to set the dismissal aside, and, if it is proved tio the satisfac- 
tion of the Court that he was prevented by any sufficient cause from 
furni shing the security within the time allowed, the Court, shall set aside 
the dismissal upon such terms as to security, costs or otherwise as it thinks 
fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding with the suit.

as to part only of the decree and may be exercised in favour of all or any 
of the respondents or parties, although such respondents or parties may 
not have filed any appeal or objection :

rupees for every day during which, after such notice as aforesaid, he is 
proved to have wilfully and without lawful excuse continued to disobey the 
direction. 

(3) In case of such refusal or neglect, the conservator may do, or 
cause to be done, all acts necessary for the purpose of carrying the 
direction into execution, and may hire and employ proper persons for 
that purpose, and all reasonable expenses incurred in doing such acts shall 
bp recoverable by him from the person so refusing or neglecting to obey 
the direction. 

9. The conservator of any such port may, in case of urgent necessity, 
cut, or cause to be cut, any warp, rope, cable or hawser endangering the 
safety of any vessel in the port or at or near to the entrance thereof. 

10. ( 1 ) The conservator may remove, or cause to be removed, any 
timber, raft or other thing, floating or being in any part of any such port, 
which in his opinion obstructs or impedes the free navigation thereof or 
the lawful use of any pier, jetty, landing-place, wharf, quay, dock, moor- 
ing or other work on any part of the shore or bank which has been declar- 
ed to be within the limits of the port and is not private property. 

(2) The owner of any such timber, raft or other thing shall be liable 
to pay the reasonable expenses of the removal thereof, and if such owner 
or any other person has without lawful excuse caused any such obstruc- 
tion or impediment, or causes any public nuisance affecting or likely 
to affect such free navigation or lawful use, he shall also be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees.

timber, raft or other thing, or the materials of any public nuisance so 
removed, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be sold by public 
auction ; 

and may retain all the expenses of such removal and sale out of the 
proceeds of the sale, and shall pay the surplus of such proceeds, or deliver 
so much of the thing or materials as may remain unsold, to the person 
entitled to receive the same ; 

and, if no such person appears, shall cause the same to be kept and 
deposited in such manner as the 2 [Government] directs ; 

and may, if necessary, from time to time, realize the expenses of 
keeping the same, together with the expenses of sale, by a further sale of 
so much of the thing or materials as may remain unsold. 

12. (1) If any obstruction or impediment to the navigation of any Removal of 
port subject to this Act has been lawfully made, or has become lawful 

by reason of the long continuance of such obstruction or impediment, or 
otherwise, the conservator shall report the same for the information of the 
2 [Government], and shall, with the sanction of 3 [the Government], cause 
the same to be removed or altered, making reasonable compensation to the 
person suffering damage by such removal or alteration.

any time not less than six months after the recovery thereof. 

(3) The expenses and further sum aforesaid shall be payable to the 
conservator out of the sale-proceeds of the property, and the balance shall 
be paid to the person entitled to the property recovered, or, if no such 
person appears and claims the balance, shall be held in deposit for pay- 
ment, without interest, to any person thereafter establishing his right 
thereto :

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to insolvency in

(2) The official assignee shall send to each creditor who is mentioned 
in the schedule, or who has tendered a proof before the meeting, a copy of 
the insolvent’s proposals with a report thereon, and if on the consideration 
of such proposal the majority in number and three-fourths in value of all 
the creditors whose debts are proved resolve to accept the proposal, the same 
shall be deemed to be duly accepted by the creditors. 

(3) The insolvent may at the meeting amend the terms of his proposal 
if the amendment is in the opinion of the official, assignee calculated to bene- 
fit the general body of creditors. 

(4) Any creditor who has proved his debt may assent to or dissent 
from the proposal by a letter, in the prescribed form, addressed td/lfe 
official assignee so as to be received by him not later than the day piSseedr 
ing the meeting, and any such assent or dissent shall have effect as if the 
creditor had been present and had voted at the meeting. 

29. (I) The insolvent or the official assignee may after the proposal Approval of 

is accepted by the creditors apply to the Court to approve it, and notice of ^ 

the time appointed for hearing the application shall be given to each creditor 

who has proved. ^ V 
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(2) Except where an estate is being summarily administered o*r special 
leave of the Court has been obtained, the application shall not be heard until 
after the conclusion of the public examination of the insolvent. Any 
creditor ‘who has proved may be heard by the Court in opposition to .th£ 
application notwithstanding that he may at a meeting of creditors have 
voted for the acceptance of the proposal. 

(3) The Court shall before approving the proposal hear a report of 
the official assignee as to the terms thereof and as to the conduct of the in- 
solvent and any objections which may be made by or on behalf of any 
creditor. 

(4) Where the Court is of opinion that the terms of the proposal are 
not reasonable or are not calculated to benefit the general body of creditors 
or in any case in which the Court is required to refuse the insolvent’s di&- 
charge, the Court shall refuse to approve the proposal. 

(5) Where any facts are proved on proof of which the Court would be 
required either to refuse, suspend or attach conditions to the debtor’s 
discharge, the Court shall refuse to approve the proposal -unless it provides 
reasonable security for payment of not less than four annas in the rupee on 
all the unsecured debts provable against the debtor’s estate. 

( 6 ) No composition or scheme shall be approved by the Court which 
does not provide for the payment in priority to other debts of all debts 
directed to be so paid in the distribution of the property of an insolvent. 

(7) In any other case the Court may either approve or refuse to 
approve the proposal. 

30. (1) If the Court approves the proposal, the terms shall be em- 
bodied in an order of the Court, and an order shall be made annulling the 
adjudication, and the provisions of section 23, sub-sections (1) and (3), 
shall thereupon apply, and the composition or scheme shall be binding o n 
all the creditors so far as relates to any debt due to them from the insolvent 
and provable in insolvency. 

(2) The provisions of the composition or scheme may be enforced by 
the Court on application by any person interested, and any disobedience 
of an order of the Court made on the application shall be deemed a con- 
tempt of Court. 

31. ( 1 ) If default is made in the payment of any instalment due in 
pursuance of any composition or scheme, approved as aforesaid, or if it 
appears to the Court that the composition or scheme, cannot proceed with- 
out injustice or undue delay or that the approval of the Court was obtained 
by fraud, the Court may, if it thinks fit, on application by any person in- 
terested^ re-adjudge the debtor insolvent and annul the composition or 
scheme, and the property of the debtor shall thereupon vest in the official 
-assignee but without prejudice to the validity of any transfer of payment 
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duly made or of anything duly done under or in pursuance of the composi- 
tion or scheme. 

(2) Where a debtor is re-adjudged insolvent under sub-section ( 1 ), 
all debts provable in other respects ’which have been contracted before the 
date of such re-adjudication shall be provable in the insolvency. 

32. Notwithstanding the acceptance and approval of a composition or limitation 
scheme, the composition or scheme shall not be binding on any creditor comp^dtion 
so far as regards a debt or liability from which, under tjhe provisions or scheme, 
of this Act, the insolvent would not be discharged by an order of discharge 
in insolvency, unless the creditor assents to the composition or scheme. 


Control over person and property of insolvent . 

33. ( 1 ) Every insolvent shall, unless prevented by sickness or other Duties of in-

(2) The insolvent shall — 


(а) give such inventory of his property, such list of his creditors 

and debtors, and of the debts due to and from them 

respectively, 

(б) submit to such examination in respect of his property or his 

creditors, 

(c) wait at such times and places on the official assignee or special 

manager, 

(d) execute such powers-of -attorney, transfers and instruments, and 

(e) generally do all such acts and things in relation to his property 

and the distribution of the proceeds amongst his creditors, 

as may be required by the official assignee or special manager or may be 
prescribed or be directed by the Court by any special order or orders made 
in reference to any particular case, or made on the occasion of any special 
application by the official assignee or special manager, or any creditor or 
rperson interested. 

(3) The insolvent shall aid, to the utmost of his power, in the realiza- 
tion of his property and the distribution of the proceeds among ' hfe 
creditors. 

(4) If the insolvent wilfully fails to perform the duties imposed upon 
him by this section, or to deliver up possession to the official assignee of any 
part of his property, which is divisible amongst his creditors under this 
Act and Which is for the time being in his possession or under his control, 
he shall, in addition to any other punishment to which he may be subject, 
be guilty of a contempt of Court, and may be punished accordingly. ^ 
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34. ( 1 ) The Court may, either of its own motion or at the instance 
of the official assignee or of any creditor, by warrant addressed to any police- 
officer or prescribed officer of the Court, cause an insolvent to be arrested, 
and committed to the civil prison or if in prison to be detained until such

35. Where the official assignee has been appointed interim receiver 
or an order of adjudication is made, the Court, on the application of the 
official assignee, may, from time to time, order that for such time, not 
exceeding three months, as the Court thinks fit, all post letters, whether 
registered or unregistered, parcels and money orders addressed to the 
debtor at any place or places mentioned in the order for re-direction, 
shall be re-directed, or delivered by the Postal authorities in British 
India, to the official assignee, or otherwise as the Court directs ; and the 
same shall be done accordingly.

or contingencies ,* as to mode of valuation, capable of being ascertained by 
fixed rules, or as matter of opinion. 

47. Where there have been mutual dealings between an insolvent 
and a creditor proving or claiming to prove a debt under this Act, an 
account shall be taken of what is due from the one party to the other 
in respect of such mutual dealings, and the sum due from the one party 
shall be set off against any sum due from the other party, and the balance 
of the account, and no more?, shall be claimed or paid on either side 
respectively : 

Provided that a person shall not be entitled under this- section to 
claim the benefits of any set-off against the property of an insolvent in 
any case w T here he had at the time of giving credit to the insolvent notice 
of the presentation of any insolvency petition by or against him.

hundred rupees for each such servant or labourer ; and

( 6 ) Where there is any surplus after payment of the foregoing debts, 
it shall be applied in payment of interest from the date on which the 
debtor is adjudged an insolvent at the rate of six per centum per annum 
on all debts proved in the insolvency.

comprise the following particulars, namely : — divisible

apparel, bedding, cooking vessels, and furniture of himself, 
his wife and children, to a value, inclusive of tools and, 
apparel and other necessaries as aforesaid, not exceeding 
three hundred rupees in the whole.

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(6) the capacity to exercise and to take proceedings for exercising 
all such powers in or oyer or in respect of property as might 
have been exercised by the insolvent for his own benefit at 
the commencement of his insolvency or before his discharge ;

(c) all goods being at the commencement of the insolvency in the 
possession, order or disposition of the insolvent, in his trade 
or business by the consent and permission of the true owner 
under such circumstances that he is the reputed owner there- 
of : 

Provided that things in action other than debts due or growing' due 
to the insolvent in the course of his trade or business shall not be deemed 
goods within the meaning of clause (c) : 

Provided also that the true owner of any goods which have become 
divisible among the creditors of the insolvent under the provisions of 
clause (c) may prove for the value of such goods. 

Effect of insolvency on antecedent transactions . 

53. ( 1 ) Where execution of a decree has issued against the property 
of a debtor, no person shall be entitled to the benefit of the execution 
against the official assignee, except in respect of assets realized in the 
course of the execution by sale or otherwise before the date of the order 
of adjudication and before he had notice of the presentation of any insol- 
vency petition by or against the debtor. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall affect the right of a secured creditor 
in respect of property against which a decree is executed. 

(3) A person who in good faith purchases the property of a debtor 
under a sale in execution shall in all cases acquire a good title to it against 
the- official assignee. 

54. Where execution of a decree has issued against any property of a 
debtor which is saleable in execution, and before the sale thereof notice 
is given to the Court executing the decree that an order of adjudication 
has been made against the debtor, the Court shall, on application, direct 
the property, if in the possession of the Court, to be delivered to the 
official assignee, but the costs of the execution shall be a first charge on the 
property so delivered, and the official assignee may sell the property or an 
adequate part thereof for the purpose of satisfying the charge. 

55. Any transfer of property, not being a transfer made before and 
in consideration* of marriage, or made in favour of a purchaser or incum- 
brancer in good faith and for valuable consideration, shall, if the trans- 
feror As Adjudged insolvent within two years after the date of the transfer, 
he void against the official assignee.

Realization of property . 


58. (i) The official assignee shall, as soon as may be, take possession Possession 
of the deeds, books and documents of the insolvent and all Other parts of 
his property capable of manual delivery. 


(2) The official assignee shall, in relation to and for the purpose of 
acquiring or retaining possession of the property of the insolvent, be in 
the same position as if he were a receiver of the property appointed under 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, and the Court may on his application 
enforce such acquisition or retention accordingly. 


(3) Where any part of the property of the insolvent consists of stock, 
shares in ships, shares, or any other property transferable in the books of 
any company, office or person, the official assignee may exercise the right 
to transfer the property to the same extent as the insolvent might have 
exercised it, if he had not become insolvent. 


(4) Where any part of the property of the insolvent consists of things 
in action,- such , tilings shall be deemed tQ have beep duly transfer^ to 
the official assignee. _ ; _ _ , ; 
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(6) Any treasurer or other officer, or any banker, attorney or agent 
of an insolvent, shall pay and deliver to the official assignee all money and 
securities in his possession or power as such officer, banker, attorney or 
agent, which he is not by law entitled to retain as against the insolvent or 
the official a>$signee. If he fails so to doj, he shall be guilty of a contempt 
of Court, and shall be punishable accordingly on the application of the 
official assignee. 

59. ( 1 ) The Court may grant a warrant to any prescribed officer of 
the Court or any police-officer above the rank of a constable to seize any 
part of the property of an insolvent in the custody or possession of the 
insolvent or of any other person, and with a view to such seizure to break 
open any house, building or room of the insolvent where the insolvent is 
supposed to be, or any building or receptacle of the insolvent where any 
of his property is supposed to be. 

(2) Where the Court is satisfied that there is reason to believe that 
property of the insolvent is concealed in a house or place not belonging 
to him, the Court may, if it thinks fit, grant a search-warrant to any such 
officer as aforesaid who may execute it according to its tenor. 

60. (1) Where an insolvent is an officer of the Army or Navy or of 
x [thc Royal Indian Navy], or an officer or clerk or otherwise employed or 
engaged in the civil service of the Crown, the official assignee shall receive 
for distribution amongst the creditors so much of the insolvent’s pay or 
salary liable to attachment in execution of a decree as the Court may direct. 

(2) Where an insolvent is in the receipt of a salary or income other 
than as aforesaid, the Court may, at any time after adjudication and from 
time to time, make such order as it thinks just for the payment to the 
official assignee, for distribution among the creditors of so much of such 
salary or income as may be liable to attachment in execution of a decree, 
or of any portion thereof. 

2 61. The property of the insolvent shall pass from official assignee 
to official assignee, and shall vest in the official assignee for the time being 
during his continuance in office, without any transfer whatever. 

62. ( 1 ) Where any part of the property of an insolvent consists of 
land of any tenure burdened with onerous covenants, of shares or stocks 
in companies, of unprofitable contracts, or of any other property ^ that is 
unsaleable, or not readily saleable, by reason of its binding the possessor 
thereof to the performance of any onerous act or to the payment of any

Provided that, where any such property has not come to the know- 
ledge of the official assignee within one month after such adjudication as 
aforesaid, he may disclaim the property at any time within twelve months 
after he has first become aware thereof. 

(2) The disclaimer shall operate to determine, as from the date 
thereof, the rights, interest and liabilities of the insolvent and his property 
in or in respect of the property disclaimed, and shall also discharge the 
official assignee from all personal liability in respect of the property dis- 
claimed as from the date when the property vested in him, but shall not, 
except so far as is necessary for the purpose of releasing the insolvent and 
his property and the official assignee from liability, affect the rights or 
liabilities of any other person. 

63. Subject always to such rules as may be made in this behalf, Disclaimer 
the official assignee shall not be entitled to disclaim any leasehold interest 
without the leave of the Court ; and the Court may, before or on granting 

such leave, require such notices to be given to persons interested, and im- 
pose such terms as a condition of granting leave, and make such orders 
with respect to fixtures, tenant’s improvements and other matters arising 
out of the tenancy, as the Court thinks just.

66. The Court may, bn the application of any person who is, as Powacfor 
ag ains t the official assignee, entitled to the benefit or subject to the burden 
of a contract made with the insolvent, mate an order rescinding the con- contract, 
tract on such terms as to payment by or to either party of damages for the 
non-performance of the contract, or otherwise, as to the Court may seem 
equitable, and any damages payable under the order to any such person 
may he proved by him as a debt under the insolvency. j 
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66. ( 1 ) The Court may, on the application of any person either 
claiming any interest in any disclaimed property, or under any liability 
not discharged by this Act in respect of any disclaimed property, and on 
hearing such persons as it thinks fit, make an order for the vesting of the 
property in or delivery thereof to any person entitled thereto, or to whom 
it may seem just that the same should be delivered by way of compensation 
for such liability as aforesaid, or a trustee for him, and on such terms as 
the Court thinks just ; and on any such vesting order being made, the pro- 
perty comprised therein shall vest accordingly in the person therein named 
in that behalf without any transfer for the purpose : 

Provided always, that, where the property disclaimed is of a leasehold 
nature, the Court shall not make a vesting order in favour of any person - 
claiming under the insolvent, whether as under-lessee or as mortgagee 
except upon the terms of making such person subject to the same liabilities 
and obligations as the insolvent was subject to under the lease in respect 
of the property at the date when the insolvency petition was filed, and 
any underlessee or mortgagee declining to accept a vesting order upon 
such terms shall be excluded from all interest in and security upon the 
property, and if there is no person claiming under the insolvent who is 
willing to accept an order upon such terms, the Court shall have power to 
vest the insolvent’s interest in the property in any person liable either 
personally or in a representative character, and either alone or jointly 
with the insolvent, to perform the lessee’s covenants in such lease, freed and 
discharged from all estates, incumbrances and interests created therein by 
the insolvent.

the purpose of raising money for the payment of his debts 
or for the purpose of carrying on the business ; 

( h ) refer any dispute to arbitration, and compromise all debts, 

claims and liabilities, on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

(i) divide in its existing form amongst the creditors, according to 

its estimated value, any property which, from its peculiar 
nature or other special circumstances, cannot readily or ad- 
vantageously be sold. 

1 (2) The official assignee shall account to the Court and pay over all 
monies and deal with all securities in such manner as is prescribed or as 
the Court directs. 


Distribution of property . 


69. ( 1 ) The official assignee shall, with all convenient speed, declare 
and distribute dividends amongst the creditors who have proved their 


debts. 

(2) The first dividend (if any) shall be declared and be distributed 
within 2 [one year] after the adjudication, unless the official assignee 
satisfies the Court that there is sufficient reason for postponing the deda- 
'at ; on to a later date. 

(3) Subsequent dividends shall, in the absence of sufficient reason to 
the contrary, be declared and be payable at intervals of not more than 

six months. , « 

(4) Before declaring a dividend, the official assignee shall cause notice 

of bis intention to do so to be published in the prescribed manner, and 
shall also send reasonable notice thereof to each creditor. mentioned in the 
insolvent’s schedule who has not proved his debt.

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(5) When, tlie official assignee has declared a dividend, he shall send 
to each creditor who has proved a notice showing' the amount of the 
dividend, and when and how it is payable, and, if required by any creditor, 
a statement in the prescribed form as to the particulars of the estate. 

70. Where one partner in a firm is adjudged insolvent, a creditor to 
whom the insolvent is indebted jointly with the other partners in the 
firm or any of them shall not receive any dividend out of the separate 
property of the insolvent until all the separate creditors have received the 
full amount of their respective debts. 

71. (1) In the calculation and distribution of dividends, the official 
assignee shall retain in his hands sufficient assets to meet — 

(а) debts provable in insolvency and appearing from the insolvent’s 

statements or otherwise to be due to persons resident in 
places so distant that in the ordinary course of communica- 
tion they have not had sufficient time to tender their proofs ; 

(б) debts provable in insolvency the subject of claims not yet deter- 

mined ; 

(c) disputed proofs or claims ; and 

(d) the expenses necessary for the administration of the estate or 

otherwise. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (1), all money in hand 
shall be distributed as dividends. 

72. Any creditor who has not proved his debt before the declaration 
of any dividend or dividends shall be entitled to be paid out of any money 
for the time being in the hands of the official assignee any dividend or 
dividends which he may have failed to receive, before that money is applied 
to the payment of any future dividend or dividends, but he shall not be 
entitled to disturb the distribution of any dividend declared before his 
debt was proved by reason that he has not participated therein. 

73. (i) When the official assignee has realized all the property of 
the Insolvent, or so much thereof as can, in his opinion, be realized without 
needlessly protracting the proceedings in insolvency, he shall, with the 
leave of the Court, declare a final dividend ; but, before so doing, he shall 
give notice in manner prescribed to the persons whose claims to be creditors 
have been notified to him but not proved that, if they do not prove their 
claims, to the satisfaction of the Court, within the time limited by the 
notice, he will proceed to make a final dividend without regard to their 
claims.

ing his cl aim, then on the expiration of that further time, the property of 
the insolvent shall be divided among the creditors who have proved their 
debts, without regard to the claims of any other persons.

(1) Subject to the provisions of this Act and to the directions 
of the Court, the official assignee shall, in the administration of the 
property of the insolvent and in the distribution thereof amongst his 
creditors, have regard to any resolution that may be passed by the creditors 
at a meeting.

(4) The Court may at any time amend any written process or pro- 
ceeding under this Act upon such terms, if any, as it thinks fit to impose. 

(5) Where by this Act or by rules the time for doing any act or 
thing is limited, the Court may extend the time either before or after the 
expiration thereof, upon such terms, if any, as the Court thinks fit to 
impose. 

(6) Subject to rules, the Court may in any matter take the whole or 
any part of the evidence either viva voce or by interrogatories, or upon 
affidavit, or by commission.

1. Tlie official assignee may at any time summon a* meeting o £ 
creditors, and shall do so whenever so directed by the Court or by the 
creditors by resolution at any meeting or whenever requested in writing 
by one-fourth in value of the creditors who have proved. 

2. Meetings shall be summoned by sending notice of the time and 
place thereof to each creditor at the address given in his proof, or, if he

24. A creditor may prove for a debt not payable when the debtor is 
adjudged an insolvent as if it were payable presently, and may receive 
dividends equally with the other creditors, deducting therefrom only a 
rebate of interest at the rate of six per centum per annum, computed from 
the declaration of a dividend to the time when the debt would have be- 
come payable, according to the terms on which it was contracted. 

Admission or rejection of proofs. 

25. The official assignee shall examine every proof and the grounds of 
the debt, and in writing admit or reject it in whole or in part, or require * 
further evidence in support of it. If he rejects a proof, he shall state in 
writing to the creditor the grounds of the rejection. 

26. If the official assignee thinks that a proof has been improperly 
admitted, the Court may, on the application of the official assignee, after 
notice to the creditor who made the proof, expunge the proof or reduce 
its amount. 

27. The Court may also expunge or reduce a proof upon the applica- 
tion of a creditor if the official assignee declines to interfere in the 
matter, or in the ease of a composition or scheme upon the application 
of the insolvent.

Provided also that there shall be added to such value as aforesaid 
such percentage, if any, not exceeding twenty per centum on that value 
as may be specified in the license, on account of compulsory purchase. 

(2) Where — 

(a) the local authority does not elect to purchase under sub- 

section (I), or 

( b ) the whole of the area of supply is not included in the area for 

which a single local authority is constituted, or 

(c) a licensee supplies energy from the same generating station to 

two or more areas of supply, each controlled by its own local 
authority, and has been granted a license in respect of each 
area of supply,

Provided that any support of an aerial line or any stay or strut re- 
quired for the sole purpose of securing in position any support of an 
aerial line may be fixed on any building or land or, having been so 
fixed, may be altered, notwithstanding the objection of the owner or 
occupier of such building or land, if the District Magistrate or, in a

break up by his license, without the written consent of the person by whom 
the street is repairable or of the person for the time being entitled to work 
the railway or tramway, unless with the written consent of the 2 [Provin- 
cial Government] :

details of the proposed works, and not in any . case smaller 
than one inch to eight feet vertically and sixteen inches to 
the mile horizontally and intimating the manner in which, 
and the time at which, it is proposed to interfere with or 
alter any existing works, and shall, upon being required to 
do so by the repairing authority or owner, as the case may 
be, from time to time give such further information in rela- 
tion thereto as may be desired ; 

(b) if the repairing authority intimates to the licensee that it dis- 

approves of such works, section or plan, or approves thereof 
subject to amendment, the licensee may, within one week 
of receiving such intimation, appeal to the 1 [Provincial 
Government], whose decision, after considering the reasons 
given by the repairing authority for its action, shall be 
final ; 

(c) if the repairing authority fails to give notice in writing of its 

approval or disapproval to the licensee within one month, it

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(3) Where the meter is the property of the consumer, he shall keep 
the meter correct, and, in default of his doing so, the licensee may, after 
giving him seven days 7 notice, for so long as the default continues, cease 
to supply energy through the meter.

(2) The Trustees shall have the exclusive possession, occupation and 
control, for the purposes of such trust, of the land specified in the schedule, 
including any buildings which may have been, or may hereafter be, erected 
thereon, other than those portions thereof which have been set apart by 
the Trustees for the i*eeords and offices of the Geological Survey of India. 

7. Subject to the provisions of any bye-laws made in this behalf, the 
Trustees may, from time to time, — 

(а) deliver, by way of loan, to' any person the whole or any portion 

of, or any article contained in, any collection vested in them 
under this Act 

(б) exchange or sell duplicates of articles contained in any such 

collection and take or purchase, in the place of such dupli- 
cates, such articles as may in their opinion be worthy of 
preservation in the Museum ; 

(c) present duplicates of articles contained in any such collection 

to other Museums in British India ; and 

(d) remove and destroy any article contained in any such collection. 

8. (1) The Trustees may from time to time, with the previous sanc- 
tion of the 1 [Central Government], make bye-laws consistent with this 
Act for any purpose necessary for the execution of their trust. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for —

( a ) the summoning, holding and adjournment of general and special 

meetings of the Trustees ; 

( b ) the securing of the attendance of Trustees at such meetings ; 

(c) the provision and keeping of minute-books and account-books ; 

(d) the compiling of catalogues ; 

(e) the lending of articles contained in the collections vested in the 

Trustees ; 

(/) the exchange and sale, and the presentation to other Museums 
in British India, of duplicates of articles contained in sucli 
collections ; 

(g) the removal and destruction of articles contained in such collec- 

tions ; and 

(h) the general management of the Museum. 

9. Subject to such regulations and conditions as may be prescribed 
by them in this behalf, the Trustees shall appoint such officers and sen- 
vant s as may be necessary or proper for the care or management of the.

Duties of the Trustees . 

10. (1) The Trustees shall furnish on or before the first day of Trustees to

(b) to such auditor as the 2 [Central Government] appoints in this 
behalf, accounts of all moneys expended by the Trustees 
during the previous financial year, supported by the neces- 
sary vouchers. 

(2) The Trustees shall cause such report and accounts to be published 
annually for general information. 

11. ( 1 ) The Trustees shall cause every article in the collections in Collections 
the said Indian Museum formerly belonging to the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal and all additions that may hereafter be made thereto otherwise be kept^ 
than by purchase under section 6, to be marked and numbered and (sub-

of collections Which are not the property of the Trustees for the purposes 
of their trust under this Act, and keep and preserve such collections either 
in the Indian Museum or elsewhere : 

Provided that, if the trust constituted by this Act is at any time deter- 
-min ed y , ^ ny such collections shall not by reason of their then being in the 
Indian Museum become the property vf Ilia JMCttj&aOy. 

5 [15. Subject to such conditions as the Central Government may 
approve, the Trustees may deliver possession of the whole or any part of 
the property described in the schedule to such person as that Government 
may appoint.] 

16. If the trust constituted by this Act is at any time determined, — 

(а) the collections and additions mentioned in section 11 shall 

become the property of the said Asiatic Society or their 
assigns, and 

(б) all the other collections then in the said Indian Museum shall, 

save as otherwise provided by section 14, become the pro- 
perty of His Majesty.
